Once  again  it  is  my  duty  to  present  for  your 
consideration  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions 
in  your  Borough  for  the  year  1959-  It  is  arranged  in  accordance  with 
the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  Circular  l/60. 

Staff  There  were  no  staff  changes  in  1959* 

VITAL  STATISTICS 


Births . 

The  birth  rate  for  1959  was  11.59  per  thousand  population 
compared  with  15.25  in  1958* 

In  the  urban  areas  of  the  County  this  rate  was  15*21,  in 
the  rural  areas  it  was  15*86,  and  in  Montgomeryshire  it  was  15.60. 

There  were  three  illegitimate  births  giving  a rate  of  11.1% 
of  total  live  births  compared  with  6.1%  in  1958* 

There  were  two  still  births  being  6.89 % of  live  births 
compared  with  6.4%  in  1958. 

Infant  Mortality. 

There  were  no  deaths  of  infants  in  the  first  year  of  life. 
The  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  urban  areas  was  11  per 
thousand  live  births,  in  the  rural  areas  21  per  thousand,  and  in 
Montgomeryshire  17  per  thousand. 

Deaths. 

There  were  40  deaths  from  all  causes,  giving  a death  rate 
per  thousand  population  of  1?.17  compared  with  15*33  in  1958* 

The  rate  in  the  urban  areas  was  14*31>  in  the  rural  areas 
12.19  and  in  Montgomeryshire  15,04. 

There  was  one  death  from  tuberculosis,

WAITER  SUPPLIES 


Despite  the  long  dry  summer  of  1959  water  was  not  rationed 
in  the  Borough#  Restrictions  as  to  washing  cars  and  watering  gardens 
were  enforced  for  about  two  months 9 

During  the  year  the  trunk  main  was  scraped  and  bituminous 
lined.  A number  of  pipes  in  the  town  were  renewed,  and  some  pipes 
in  the  town  were  scraped  and  lined. 

A service  reservoir  to  hold  100,000  gallons  of  treated 
water  was  built  on  Allt  Goch,  and  work  was  commenced  on  the  erection 
of  a filtration  and  chemical  treatment  plant. 

Samples  of  water  ?/ere  taken  regularly  throughout  the  year 
and  were  invariably  graded  excellent. 

SANITATION. 

The  consulting  engineers  commenced  a survey  of  the  sewerage 
system  of  the  town#  They  had  been  instructed  to  do  this  because  of 
backing-up  of  sewers  etc®  during  heavy  rain  storms®  The  survey  was 
not  completed  during  the  year. 

The  distribution  areas  of  the  sewerage  farm  have  been  ploughed 
and  the  farm  functions  fairly  satisfactorily®  Occasionally  the 
effluent  proves  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION . 

There  is  a weekly  collect:! on  of  refuse  from  the  town  and  the 
tip  at  Cwmbelan  is  regularly  poison-baited  for  rats0 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES . 

No  work  was  commenced  on  public  conveniences  because  no  site 
could  be  found  due  to  lack  of  agreement  with  householders  adjoining 
the  sites. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSE, 


The  privately  owned  slaughterhouse  is  maintained 
satisfactorily  and  is  visited  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  every 
day*  and  all  the  meat  killed  there  is  inspected-* 

HOUSING. 

18  houses  were  completed  at  Lolgwenith  during  1959 
for  general  need,  and  slum  clearance* 

Six  houses  in  Church  Lane  were  demolished  as  part  of 
the  slum  clearance  programme* 


FOOL  POISONING. 

Early  in  January  it  was  reported  that  patients  in 
the  chronic  sick  hospital  had  been  taken  ill  with  diarrhoe  a and 
vomiting  following  a meal  of  minced  meat. 

Staphylococcus  aureus  was  obtained  from  some  of  the 
meat  which  had  been  served  to  these  patients. 

The  meat  had  been  obtained  from  a shop  in  the  Borough 
and  samples  of  the  meat  from  this  shop  were  found  to  be  infected  with 
the  same  germ.  The  shop  itself  could  be  considered  satisfactory  and 
sterilisation  technique  was  quite  good.  This  meat  was  obtained  from 
a slaughterhouse  in  the  rural  district.  It  was  visited  by  the  rural 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  extensive  swabbing  of  the  building  and  van 
was  carried  out  and  almost  all  the  swabs  were  positive  with  the  same 
organism.  This  outbreak  helped  the  health  inspector  considerably  in 
impressing  the  butchers  in  the  area  with  the  need  and  importance  of 
hygiene  in  the  slaughterhouse. 

The  outbreak  was  carried  by  partly  cooking  the  meat 
the  day  before  serving  - adequate  cooking  of  this  meat  would  have 
killed  the  organism  concerned  in  this  outbreak. 

I would  like  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for 
the  co-operation  I always  received  from  Mr*  E.A.Jones,  the  Town  Clerk, 
and  from  Mr.  J.L .Williams,  the  Public  .Health  Inspector.  They  are  always 
ready  to  assist  me  with  any  difficult  matter  that  might  arise. 

The  Committee  too  is  keen  on  promoting  a good  standard 
of  living  in  the  town  and  are  conscientious  in  carrying  out  their  duties 
in  this  connection.

Protection  against  Diphtheria  and  W hoopir. g Cough . 


This  is  carried  out  by  the  local  practitioners  and  by  the 
clinic  doctor.  The  usual  series  of  injections  consists  of  three 
injections  for  whooping  cough  at  3>  4 and  5 months,  followed  by  two 
for  diphtheria  at  6 and  7 months.  A booster  dose  against  diphtheria 
is  given  at  5 years® 

Protection  against  Poliomyelitis. 

This  was  extended  to  the  age  of  26  years  and  in  1959  the 
response  at  Llanidloes  was  fairly  good.  I have  found  it  my  personal 
experience  that  people  are  anxious  for  the  first  injection,  but  that 
several  appointments  have  to  be  made  in  many  cases  for  the  second 
injection.  This  is  even  worse  in  the  case  of  the  third  injection  which 
is  given  seven  months  after  the  second.

Housing. 

Ten  three  bedroom  houses  were  constructed  to  complete  the  first 
stage  of  development  at  Dolgwenith  housing  site  and  were  used  exclusively 
for  slum  clearance  purposes, 

A further  10  houses  were  commenced  as  the  second  stage  of  development 
at  Dolgwenith  and  four  two  bedroom  houses  and  four  three  bedroom  houses  were  ; 
completed  and  occupied.  Seven  of  these  houses  were  for  general  need  and  one 
for  slum  clearance. 

Plans  were  approved  for  a further  four  three  bedroom  houses  as 
the  third  and  final  stage  of  development  and  a tender  accepter!  for  their 
erection. 

The  architect  completed  drawings  for  a block  of  10  dwellings 
in  Brook  Street ? comprising  four  old  people's  flats  on  the  ground  floor 
with  six  three  bedroom  maisonettes  over,  and  tenders  were  invited  in 
December. 


Markets  and  Slaughterhouses. 

The  Council  own  two  markets  and  one  private  slaughterhouse  operates 
in  the  Borough. 

The  markets  are  inspected  at  least  once  weekly  and  the  slaughterhouse 

daily. 


Meat  Inspections. 

The  Newtown  and  Llanidloes  R.D. Council  kindly  agreed  to  meat 
inspections  being  carried  out  by  their  officers  during  the  absence  of  the 
Borough  Council's  inspector,  thus  ensuring  lCG/o  meat  inspection. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  0?  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply . 

The  final  stage  of  the  water  supply  improvement  scheme 
was  commenced  in  February.  This  included  the  relaying  of  several 
lengths  of  main  from  the  new  service  reservoir  in  larger  size, 
renewing  badly  incrusted  mains  and  scraping  and  bitumen  lining  other 
mains. 

The  annual  rainfall  was  48"  and  drought  conditions  were 
experienced  in  July,  August,  September  abd  part  of  October.  The  top 
water  level  of  the  reservoir  dropped  8'9">  but  after  heavy  rain  at  the 
end  of  October  the  reservoir  filled  quickly. 

All  samples  of  treated  water  were  graded  •excellent'. 

The  annual  consumption  was  estimated  at  42  million  gallons, 
giving  an  average  daily  consumption  of  over  49  gallons  per  head  of 
population. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  outfall  and  other  sewers  have  been  regularly  examined 
and  manholes  cleared  of  silt  when  necessary. 

During  drought  conditions  street  gullies  were  regularly 
flushed  and  disinfected® 

Obstructions  were  removed  from  the  brook  at  the  rear*  of 
Smithfield  Street  and  a new  vehicular  bridge  constructed,  and  a new 
surface  water  drain  laid  at  the  junction  of  Smithfield  and  Chapel  Streets. 

Messrs  Howard  Humphreys  and  Sons  commenced  a comprehensive 
survey  of  the  main  drainage  of  the  town  in  order  to  advise  on  works 
necessary  to  prevent  flooding  during  severe  rain  storms,  following  flooding 
of  houses  in  Victoria  Avenue.
